G.S.R. 1586 .—In exercise of the powers cpnferred by sub-section (1) of section 11 
of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that, for the maintenance of the security of India, it is necessary so to do, hereby 
makes the following further amendment to the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No, 154-Cus, dated the 
14th September, 1965, namely;-^ .. 

For the existing Schedule to the said notification the following Schedule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“Schedule 

(a) All kinds of arms, ammunition and explosives and their components. 

(b) Radio-active materials. 

(c) All means of transportation and component parts thereof, excluding 

passenger cars, agricultural tractors and pleasure boats. 

(d) Electronic and telecommunication equipment. 

(e) Optical equipment designed for military use.”
